In home-canning tomatoes, the 
utility or regular pack, in which 
the tomatoes are pressed down 
light, is all right for most pur- 
poses, but a few whole packed to- 
matoes come in handy, When 
chilled and cut in quarters, they 
add much to tomato aspie and 
other congealed salads/ 

Reyardless of how you are go- 
Ing fo pack tomatoes, use only 
clean, fresh, sound, firm, red-ripe 
‘omatoes for canning, Every to- 
mato should be washed, rinsed, and 
drained before scalding, To scald 
tomatoes without over-cooking, put 
6 to 8 in a square of cheesecloth 
or wire basket and hold in boil: 
ing Water about one-half minute. 
Dip in cold water and drain before 
cutting out the core, (Cut deep 
enough to get it all.) 

After the core is out, slip off 
the skin and drop tomato into a 
hot Ball Mason Jar, If whole to- 
matoes are wanted, pack them

1N TWO AND ONE HALF YEARS of intensive work as the active 
President of Columbia University, General of the Army Dwight 
D. Eisenhower initiated several projects which are basic to good 


government, 


He halted the trend toward a chronic annual deficit in the uni- 
versity’s finances and revitalized the attitude of the alumni and the 
public toward financial support of Columbia. In the Columbia fiscal 
year of 1949-50 — governing a $200,000,000 investment with an an- 
nual budget of about $19,000,000 — Gen. Eisenhower showed a sur- 


plus of $974,000. 


This he did after allowing for 
debt interest and amortization of 
debt, And it was done without war- 
time subsidies from the federal 
government for special projects 
that Coiumbia, like so many other 
colleges and universities, had re- 
ceived, 

Against this surplus, Gen. Bisen- 
hower, for the first time at any uni- 
versity, made provision for depre- 
ciation of plant and facilities, This 
allowance, $1,391,000, had the effect, 
on a_bookkeep- 
ing basis, of con- 
verting the sur- 
plus into a def- 
icit of $417,000.
